The  March  eighth,  nineteen  hundred  seventy  seven  Town  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  2:00  P.M.  by  the  Moderator  Pro  Tempore,  Lewis  C. 
Hanson  who  announced  that  the  voting  would  be  restricted  to  Article  one. 
"To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing."  At  five 
o'clock  P.M.,  L.  Keith  Matheson  assumed  his  duties  as  Moderator  and 
Lewis  C.  Hanson  stepped  down  from  hig  seat  as  Moderator  Pro  Tempore. 
At  seven  P.M.  a  motion  was  made  by  Robert  A.  Beem  and  seconded  by 
John  J.  Bankosh,  Jr.  to  close  the  polls  and  the  meeting  be  resumed  in  the 
fire  station  at  7 :  30  P.M.  where  Articles  2  through  25  be  acted  upon.

At  7 :  30  P .M.  the  meeting  reopened  with  a  salute  to  the  flag.  It  was  then 
voted  to  conduct  the  meeting  with  no  smoking. 

ARTICLE  2.  John  J.  Bankosh  Jr.  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $58,876.17  to  defray  the  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Bess  Hanson.  This  was  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  3.  Lewis  C.  Hanson  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $42,685.00  for  the  maintenance  of  Town  Highways,  Bridges, 
including  sidewalks,  dead  tree  removal,  docks  and  fountain.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  John  Bankosh.  The  motion  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  4.  John  Desmond  moved  and  Bess  Hanson  seconded  that 
the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $11,250.00  for  the  Centre  Harbor 
share  of  using  the  Meredith  Refuse  Disposal  Facility  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  conclude  an  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Meredith  to  permit 
Centre  Harbor  to  utilize  the  Meredith  Refuse  Disposal  Facility  in  ac- 
cordance with  conditions  acceptable  to  the  Centre  Harbor  Board  of 
Selectmen.  (If  this  article  is  voted  in  the  affirmative,  Centre  Harbor 
residents  and  property  owners  will  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  ordinances 
of  the  Refuse  Disposal  Facility.)  The  vote  was  taken  by  a  show  of  hands 
and  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  over  two-third's  vote. 

ARTICLE  5.  Bess  Hanson  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  accept  state 
assistance  for  Class  V  roads  and,  if  so,  to  raise  the  sum  of  $295.84.  (The 
state  will  contribute  the  sum  of  $1,972.25  provided  this  article  is  voted  in 
the  affirmative.)  The  total  sum  will  be  applied  to  the  repayment  of  the 
Bartlett  Hill  Advanced  Town  Road  Aid  notes  as  voted  in  1976.  This  motion 
was  seconded  by  Orion  Bickford.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  6.  Lyndol  Pocock  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,200.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Centre  Harbor 
Fire  Department  and  authorize  the  Centre  Harbor  Volunteer  Fireman's 
Association  to  expend  said  sum  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Centre  Harbor  Fire  Department,  the  amount  to  be  paid  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Trust  Fund.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Charles  Haines.  The 
vote  was  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  7.  Lewis  Hanson  moved  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  toward  the 
purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Clifford  LeRoy. 
After  a  discussion  on  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  the  motion  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  8.  On  the  motion  by  John  J.  Bankosh,  Jr.  and  seconded  by 
Walter  Newcomb  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$11,050.00  for  the  operation  of  the  Police  Department.  ($7,800.00  to  be  paid 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund,  Balance  of  $3,250.00  to  be  raised  by 
taxes.)  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  9.  Mrs.  Kozak  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  the  operation  of  the  Library.  This  was 
seconded  by  Karen  Peterson  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  10.  Robert  Beem  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing  ambulance 
service  to  the  town.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Elloyd  Weeks.  The  vote 
was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  11.  Allen  Peterson  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,045.00  for  Parks  and  Recreation,  to  include  Band 
Concerts,  Holiday  Celebrations  and  Lifeguard.  ($296.00  to  be  paid  from  the 
Anti-Recession  Fiscal  Assistance  Program,  the  balance  of  $4,749.00  to  be 
raised  by  taxes. )  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Herbert  Martin.  The  motion 
was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  12.  Karen  Peterson  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  completion  of  a  new  bathhouse  for 
the  Winnipesaukee  Town  Beach.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Gale  White. 
The  motion  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 


A  five  minute  recess  was  takenjor  those  that  wanted  to  smoke. 

ARTICLE  13.  Robert  Beem  made  a  motion  that  the  town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  Welfare  and  Town  Poor.  This  motion 
was  seconded  by  Y.Ann  Dow.  The  motion  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  14.  Robert  Beem  made  a  motion  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $146.20  for  the  support  of  the  Lakes  Region 
Association.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Minnie  Nichols.  After  a  verbal 
vote  which  seemed  to  be  a  tie,  the  moderator  asked  for  a  vote  by  a  show  of 
hands.  The  vote  was  seventeen  for  and  seventeen  against  the  motion  and 
the  moderator  declared  whereas  there  was  a  tie  vote,  no  action  taken. 

ARTICLE  15.  Bess  Hanson  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Lakes  Region  Family  Service  in 
the  amount  of  $150.00.  This  was  seconded  by  Elizabeth  Desmond.  The  vote 
was  in  the  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  16.  Gladys  Bickford  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  Centre  Harbor  Historical  Society. 
(Funds  to  be  used  for  the  continued  renovation  of  the  Old  Centre  Harbor 


School).  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Robert  Heath.  The  motion  was 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  17.  Barbara  Ulm  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $682.50  for  the  support  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Day  Care  Center.  This 
motion  was  seconded  by  Kathy  Bankosh.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  18.  Bart  Coudert  moved  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,187.80  for  the  support  of  the  Laconia  Community 
Action  Program.  This  was  seconded  by  Alice  Swinnerton.  The  motion  was 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  19.  Robert  Beem  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Meredith  Public  Health  Nursing 
Association.  The  sum  being  $350.00.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Ann 
Dow.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  20.  Robert  Beem  moved  that  we  take  no  action  on  Article 
20.  This  was  seconded  by  John  Bankosh.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  21.  Allen  Peterson  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  allow  a 
discount  of  two  percent  on  taxes  paid  in  full  within  fifteen  days  of  issue  of 
the  tax  bills  by  the  Tax  Collector.  This  was  seconded  by  Gertrude  Martin. 
The  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  22.  Mrs.  Kozak  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Seconded  by  Robert 
Beem  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  23.  Allen  Peterson  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive,  and  expend  federal  and  state  funds  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  of  Centre  Harbor.  This  was  seconded  by  Orion  Bick- 
ford.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 


ARTICLE  24.  John  Bankosh  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by  the  Tax  Collector's  Deed.  This  was 
seconded  by  William  Taylor.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  25.  Under  this  Article  (To  choose  agents  or  committees  in 
relation  to  any  article  of  the  warrant  and  hear  reports  of  any  here-to-fore 
chosen)  the  chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  Dr.  Carl  R.  Marshall 
presented  a  resolution  to  show  appreciation  for  the  years  of  dedicated 
service  and  effort  that  Rob  Roy  Macgregor  gave  the  town.  Dr.  Marshall 
moved  that  we  approve  this  resolution : 

WHEREAS,  Rob  Roy  Macgregor  served  on  the  Centre  Harbor 
Planning  Board  from  1967  through  1976,  as  Chairman  from  1967  to  1972, 
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and  thereafter  as  Secretary  until  his  retirement  in  December  1976,  and 

WHEREAS,  he  was  a  pioneer  in  the  development  of  the  regulations  for 
administering  the  activities  of  the  Planning  Board  and  was  the 
representative  of  Centre  Harbor  to  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Com- 
mission, and 

WHEREAS,  he  was  instrumental  in  the  creation  of  the  Centre  Harbor 
Conservation  Commission, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  THAT  WE,  in  Town  Meeting  this 
eighth  day  of  March  1977  wish  to  record  an  expression  of  very  sincere  ap- 
preciation to  Mr.  Macgregor  for  his  voluntary  service  to  the  town  and  for 
his  initiative  and  able  leadership  in  the  development  and  administration  of 
our  successful  Planning  Board  program  and  be  it  further  resolved  that  a 
copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  Mr.  Macgregor  as  a  token  of  the  high 
esteem  we  hold  for  him  in  his  unselfish  expenditure  of  time  and  energy  to 
help  make  Centre  Harbor  such  a  fine  place  in  which  to  live. 

William  Taylor  seconded  this  motion.  A  standing  unanimous  vote  was 
given  in  favor  of  this  resolution. 

Gertrude  Martin  moved  the  meeting  be  adjourned,  seconded  by 
Gladys  Bickford.  The  vote  was  affirmative.  The  meeting  ended  at  9:15 
P.M.

This  authority  shall  include  but  is  not  limited  to 
programs  such  as  the  Economic  Development  Act,  Local  Public  Works 
Construction  Funds,  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administration, 
Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation,  or  other  such  programs  in  which  no  local 
matching  funds  are  required,  or  when  previously  appropriated  local 
funds,  if  used  as  match,  can  be  enhanced  without  modifying  the  purpose 
for  which  said  funds  were  appropriated  originally. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  property  acquired  by  the  Tax  Collector's  Deed. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  on  a  Dog  Ordinance  as  is 
currently  in  effect  in  Moultonboro  as  follows : 

1.  This  ordinance  may  be  referred  to  as  The  Centre  Harbor  Leash  Law. 

2.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  require  that  all  dogs  in  the 
Town  of  Centre  Harbor  be  kept  under  the  control  of  their  owners  at 
all  times  so  that  they  will  not  injure  persons,  damage  property  or 
create  a  nuisance. 

3.  The  provisions  of  the  ordinance  which  apply  to  the  owner  of  the 
dog  shall  equally  apply  to  any  person  having  custody  or  possession 
of  the  dog. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  permit  any  dog  to  run  at  large  within  the 
Town  of  Centre  Harbor.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  shall  keep  the 
dog  on  a  leash  or  under  the  control  of  the  owner  or  keeper  whenever 
the  dog  is  not  on  the  property  of  the  owner  or  keeper. 

5.  The  term  "under  owner's  control"  shall  mean  that  the  dog  is 
either 

a)  on  the  property  of  the  owner  or  keeper;  or 

b)  the  dog  stays  within  a  close  proximity  to  its  owner  or  keeper 
and  responds  promptly  to  verbal  commands  of  the  owner 
or  keeper 

6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  "close  proximity"  allows  for 
the  training  of  dogs  and  the  use  of  dogs  for  purposes  of  hunting. 

7.  Any  person  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars  maximum  for  each  offense. 

8.  Each  day  a  violation  is  committed  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense.  (By  petition) 
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Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  indemnify  and  save  har- 
mless its  employees  and  any  member  or  officer  of  its  governing  board, 
administrative  staff  or  agencies  including  but  not  limited  to  Selectmen, 
Board  of  Adjustment,  Planning  Board,  School  Board  from  personal 
financial  loss  of  any  claim,  demand,  suit  or  judgment  by  reason  of  a  civil 
rights  violation,  negligence,  accidental  injury  or  damage  while  the  in- 
dividual is  acting  in  the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office  and  to  direct  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  purchase  annually  a  comprehensive  general 
liability  insurance  policy  for  said  coverage  per  RSA  31:105,  106,  107,  the 
premium  not  to  exceed,  for  the  first  year,  $2,500.00,  which  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  limit  the  granting  of  building 
permits  for  dwelling  units  for  the  period  14  March  1978  to  14  March  1979  to 
Eighteen  (18). 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$8,000.00  to  install  double  glazing  on  all  the  present  windows  in  the 
Municipal  Building,  and  further  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  in  the  name  of  the  Town  to  be  financed  over 
five  years. 

Article  31.  To  choose  agents  or  committees  in  relation  to  any  article  of 
the  warrant  and  hear  reports  of  any  here-to-fore  chosen.

Operating  on  a  year-round  basis  from  6:30  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.,  the  Center 
has  made  it  possible  for  the  parents  of  one  hundred  twenty  four  children  to 
maintain  employment.  As  a  private,  non-prof  it  agency  under  the  guidance 
of  a  capable  Board  of  Directors,  the  Center  operates  a  pre-school  program 
for  comprehensive  child  behavior  and  development.  This  encompasses  a 
full  range  of  services  including  education,  health  care,  vision  and  hearing 
screening,  immunizations,  dental  care,  nutrition,  and  information  - 
referral.  As  a  participant  in  the  New  Hampshire  Special  Food  Service 
Program,  hot  lunch,  breakfast,  and  nutritious  snacks  are  served  daily. 


The  primary  concern  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Day  Care  Center  is  to  provide 
a  home-like,  educational  environment  for  children  of  working  parents.  We 
also  offer  a  nursery  school  program,  a  special  needs  program,  and  an 
after  school  program  for  elementary  school  children. 


The  total  budget  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Day  Care  Center  is  $78,626.45.  Of 
this  we  will  be  receiving  $26,483.15  in  tuition  paid  by  parents,  $11,577.50 
from  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children,  $9,642.00  from  N.H. 
Special  Food  Service  Program,  $6,063.20  from  CETA,  $18,105.00  in  federal 
funds,  and  $6,755.60  which  must  be  obtained  in  local  funding  in  order  to 
receive  the  federal  amount.  The  money  we  receive  from  the  towns  that  we 
serve  is  matched  three  times. 


Area  residents  are  always  invited  to  visit  the  Inter-Lakes  Day  Care 
Center  at  11  Lang  Street  in  Meredith.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

Town  of  Centre  Harbor 


The  Planning  Board  held  25  regular  meetings  and  one  special  open 
meeting  during  1977.  Board  members  also  attended  numerous  other 
meetings  and  hearings  in  the  Lakes  Region  and  in  Concord. 

A  large  portion  of  the  meeting  time  was  devoted  to  the  consideration 
of  subdivision  applications.  Over  12  applications  were  received  during  the 
year,  several  of  which  were  for  large  tracts  of  land  with  a  potential  of 
eight  or  more  building  lots.  While  some  of  the  new  lots  will  probably  not  be 
developed,  at  least  for  some  time,  the  town  must  begin  to  seriously  con- 
sider what  effect  the  addition  of  more  than  fifty  new  building  lots  annually 
will  have  upon.the  town,  should  this  year's  rate  of  applications  continue. 
For  example,  should  the  desired  five  acre  per  dwelling  density  in  the 
rural-agricultural  areas  of  the  town  be  more  specifically  spelled  out?  This 
is  now  no  longer  a  matter  of  aesthetics  but  one  of  taxes  and  town  services. 

The  membership  of  the  Planning  Board  changed  only  slightly  during 
the  year.  We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  as  a  member  Allen  Peterson,  who  had 
been  a  very  faithful  and  active  participant.  He  will  be  sorely  missed  and 
we  hope  that  he  will  be  able  to  rejoin  the  Planning  Board  at  some  future 
date. 

The  Planning  Board  will  present  for  consideration  by  the  voters  in 
1978  a  few  changes  and  clarifications  to  the  existing  subdivision 
regulations.  We  cordially  invite  all  residents  to  attend  the  scheduled 
public  hearings  which  will  precede  the  voting. 

Meetings  of  the  Planning  Board  are  normally  scheduled  for  the  first 
and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month.  The  board  is  always  glad  to  welcome 
visitors  or  receive  communications  because  it  is  only  in  this  way  that  the 
board  can  hope  to  accurately  reflect  town  sentiment  as  to  the  direction  of 
future  growth.  The  schedule  of  meetings  is  also  posted  both  on  the 
calendar  in  the  Municipal  Building  and  in  the  Post  Office.

Center  Harbor 


The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  takes  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  for  their  interest  in  and 
support  of  the  Commission's  programs.  This  letter  will  serve  as  a  report  to 
the  Town  of  the  assistance  provided  during  the  past  year. 

The  work  program  of  the  LRPC  has  two  primary  objectives:  (1)  to 
support  local  community  planning  efforts  by  providing  assistance  and 
information  to  Selectmen,  Planning  Boards  and  other  community  of- 
ficials, and  (2)  to  undertake  studies  of  regional  issues  and  problems  which 
are  of  importance  to  all  towns  in  the  Region. 

The  Commission  provided  information  regarding  minimum  lot  size 
requirements  based  upon  soil  and  slope  conditions.  Information  and 
assistance  was  provided  to  the  Planning  Board  and  Recreation  Committee 
regarding  a  town  beach  house  facility. 

Last  year  the  LRPC  completed  an  extensive  environmental  inventory 
and  prepared  a  land  capability  analysis  for  all  towns.  The  Regional 
programs  and  studies  which  the  LRPC  has  initiated  include:  development 
of  a  Regional  Land  Use  Plan  and  Policy  Statement  which  analyzes  such 
issues  as  growth  patterns,  economic  development,  transportation,  public 
facilities,  open  space  and  recreation,  and  defines  objectives  which  the 
policies  are  designed  to  achieve;  recommendations  for  action  to  protect 
water  quality  resulting  from  continued  work  on  the  208  Water  Quality 
Management  Plan,  including  special  testing  procedures  to  identify  water 
pollution  resulting  from  failing  septic  systems;  development  of  an 
economic  base  analysis  and  overall  economic  plan  which  will  lead  to 
continued  EDA  funding  for  municipalities  in  the  Region;  finalizing  a  Mass 
Transit  Plan  for  the  Region,  identifying  such  issues  as  fixed-route,  fixed- 
schedule  service  and  the  necessity  of  subsidized  funding  to  achieve  such  a 
plan ;  conducting  meetings  with  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
Highways  to  provide  information  to  the  towns  regarding  highway  projects 
under  construction  or  consideration;  and  an  extended  program  of  Citizen 
Participation  and  education,  such  as  the  Law  Lecture  Series  which  was 
well  attended  and  highly  praised  by  those  attending. 

The  Planning  Commission  meets  regularly  on  the  fourth  Monday  of 
each  month.  Meeting  locations  rotate  amongst  communities  in  the  Region 
so  that  each  town  has  an  opportunity  to  host  a  meeting.  All  meetings  are 
open  to  the  general  public  and  visitors  are  invited  to  attend.  Center 
Harbor's  representative  is  Rawson  Wood.

Annual  Report 

The  Meredith  CAP  Outreach  Office  has  continued  to  provide  com- 
prehensive services  to  the  Meredith  Community  during  1977.  Besides 
improving  the  quality  of  present  programs,  we  have  added  new  ones 
which  we  believe  are  especially  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  our  low  income 
and  elderly  families. 

Information  and  Referral 

A  service  which  is  available  to  all,  "I  &  R"  provides  information  on 
social  services,  employment,  child  care,  consumer  education,  health, 
nutrition,  and  housing.  When  appropriate,  referrals  are  made  to  other 
agencies  who  can  provide  direct  help  in  meeting  specific  needs.  We  have 
serviced  105  individual  people  this  year.  Not  recorded  are  many  more  who 
have  taken  advantage  of  this  area  of  our  service. 

Housing 

CAP  has  provided  assistance  to  many  Meredith  area  residents  in 
various  housing-related  areas,  including  the  Weatherization  Program 
(distribution  of  plastic,  weatherstripping,  and  insulation  to  eligible 
families),  the  Heat  for  Elderly  and  Low  income  Persons  (HELP)  Fuel 
Loan  Program,  and  fuel-utility  assistance.  Energy  conservation  in- 
formation is  also  available.  A  close  working  relationship  has  been 
established  with  the  New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission,  allowing  that 
agency  to  use  our  office  for  client  interviews,  and  providing  Meredith  area 
residents  with  convenient  access  to  the  benefits  of  Section  8  Housing 
Assistance.  At  present,  1  home  out  of  10  to  be  extensively  winterized  is 
completed. 

Food  Coop 

Tally,  bag,  cashier,  label  meat,  cut  cheese,  mop  floors  or  remove 
trash,  Meredith  Area  Volunteers  have  made  our  coop  one  of  the  most 
successful  in  two  counties.  Membership  has  doubled  and  the  variety  of 
foods  has  been  greatly  expanded.  The  Food  Coop  realized  a  weekly 
average  gross  of  $700.00 

Family  Planning  Program 

New  evening  clinics,  outreach  work,  and  improved  community 
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education  efforts  have  finally  increased  the  number  of  Meredith  area 
women  enrolled  in  the  Family  Planning  Program.  In  addition  to  medical 
care,  patients  may  request  VD  tests,  pregnancy  tests,  counseling,  and 
educational  services,  all  free  of  charge.  The  new  CAP  center  in  Laconia 
has  greatly  improved  this  area  of  service  to  a  large  number  of  our 
families. 


Rural  Transportation 

The  Belknap  County  Rural  Transportation  Service  is  designed  to  help 
senior  citizens  and  low  income  persons  in  need  of  transportation  to 
medical  and  dental  appointments,  shopping,  senior  citizen  activities,  and 
various  other  errands.  One  day  each  week,  the  RTS  bus  provides  round- 
trip  service  from  Meredith  to  Laconia  with  stops  wherever  riders  request. 

Operation  Green  Thumb 

Vegetable  seed,  tomato  plants,  seed  potatoes  and  fertilizer  were 
distributed  to  eligible  Meredith  area  families  during  May  and  June  of  this 
year.  Most  grew  enough  food  for  summer  consumption,  and  even  for 
freezing  and  canning. 

Elderly  Nutrition  Program 

Besides  Meals  On  Wheels  and  Congregate  Meals,  the  Elderly 
Nutrition  Program  also  provides  Meredith  area's  Senior  Citizens  with 
Information  and  Referral,  Counseling,  Escort  Service,  Shopping 
Assistance,  Nutrition  Education,  and  Recreation.  Our  Outreach  workers 
and  assistant  are  available  for  field  trips  and  for  transportation  of 
Congregate  Meals  clients  from  their  homes  to  the  meal  site. 

Summer  Youth  Program 

Twenty  Meredith  youngsters  participated  in  a  Learn  to  Play  Tennis 
program.  The  unique  part  about  this  program  was  that  it  provided  eligible 
boys  and  girls  with  tennis  racquets  and  balls  in  addition  to  top  quality 
instruction.  We  thank  the  Meredith  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  for 
their  support  in  allowing  us  to  share  the  tennis  courts. 

Senior  Companion  Program 

Through  a  grant  from  ACTION,  Belknap-Merrimack  CAP  Office  will 
be  sponsoring  a  new  senior  volunteer  program  which  will  provide  the 
volunteer  with  a  weekly  stipend  and  will  be  serving  adults  with  special 
needs. 

Telephone  Reassurance  Service 

Volunteers  at  the  Meredith  CAP  Office  will  continue  a  Telephone 
Reassurance  Service.  Anyone  who  wishes  to  participate  may  call  279-4096 
during  regular  business  hours.  This  program  is  a  24  hour  service  to  help 
and  assure  anyone  in  the  community.

Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Chief 
and  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 


Center  Harbor 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town-city 
responsibility  (RSA  224) . 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  appoints 
a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town- 
city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside 
fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written 
permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression 
with  the  town-city  and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess 
of  V4  of  1  percent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the 
state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps 
coordinate  activities  between  towns-cities.  The  state  also  supports  local 
forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression 
and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893,  works 
well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses 
due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Councilor 
for  District  One 


As  Executive  Councilor  for  District  One  which  covers  62  percent  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  (102  towns  and  3  cities),  I  am  pleased  to  submit 
this  short  report  to  the  citizens  of  your  town. 

The  Executive  Council  of  New  Hampshire  is  elected  from  five 
districts  portioned  by  population.  The  work  of  the  Council  has  been 
described  as  similar  to  that  of  a  board  of  directors  for  State  business.  The 
New  Hampshire  Constitution  provides  that  the  Council  shall  from  time  to 
time  advise  the  Governor  in  the  affairs  of  State.  State  law  as  passed  by  our 
General  Court  mandates  much  of  State  government  to  be  acted  upon 
"with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council." 

Our  meetings  in  the  State  House  Council  Chambers  are  open  to  the 
public,  and  I  would  welcome  having  any  citizens  from  our  District  attend 
any  of  the  meetings. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Governor  and  Council  are  so  diversified  as 
to  defy  any  attempt  at  exact  classification.  Their  activities  extend  to  the 
appointment  of  certain  public  officials,  to  a  general  supervision  over  State 
departments,  to  State  expenditures,  to  pardon  matters  and  to  a  variety  of 
other  duties  . . .  State  officials  and  employees,  State  fiscal  matters,  par- 
dons, commutations  and  reprieves,  eminent  domain  and  related 
responsibilities,  State  contracts  and  leases,  public  waters,  State  industrial 
and  recreational  interests  and  miscellaneous  responsibilities. 

From  time  to  time,  as  Councilor  if  I  can  be  of  help  to  cities,  towns, 
counties,  agencies  and  individuals,  I  stand  ready  to  do  so  especially  if  the 
problem  or  concern  has  to  do  with  State  government.  However,  as  many  of 
you  know,  much  of  our  government,  at  the  local  level,  is  funded  by  not  only 
local  dollars  but  State  and  federal  monies  are  many  times  involved  which 
means  that  several  levels  of  government  are  involved.  In  such  cases  we 
must  turn  to  our  local  town  administrative  assistants,  regional  planning 
commissions,  county  officials  and  others  for  help  and  guidance.
